An Act to authorise payment and appropriation of certain sums from 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the service of the 
financial year 1970-71 for the purposes of Railways. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (Railways) Act, 1970. 

2. From ana out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be paid 
and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the Sche¬ 
dule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of one thousand seven hund¬ 
red and two crores, forty-one lakhs and five thousand rupees towards 
defraying the several charges which will come in course of payment 
during the financial year 1970-71, in respect of the services relating to 
railways specified in column 2 of the Schedule. 


3. The sum* authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated for the 
services and purposes expressed in the Schedule In relation to the said 
year.

An Act to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further 
sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the 
service of the financial year 1969-70 fci the purposes of 
Railways. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— 

1. This Act may be called the AsDrourlatiou (Railways) No. 2 Act, 
1970. 
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2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be paid 
and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the 
Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of twenty-five crores, 
thirty-five lakhs and fifty-one thousand rupees towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during the financial 
year 1969-70 in respect of the services relating to railways specified in 
column 2 of the Schedule. 


3. The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appropriated for the 
services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said 
year.

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: —

1. This Act may be called the Essential Commodities (Amendment)

2. The duration of the Essential Commodities (Amendment) Act, 1964, 
is further extended for the period up to and including the 31st day of 
December, 1971, and accordingly that Act shall have effect subject to the 
modification that in section 1 of that Act, in sub-section (3), for the words, 
figures and letters “the 31st day of December, 1969”, the words, figures 
and letters “the 31st day of December, 1971” shall be substituted.

3. ( 1) The Essential Commodities (Amendment) Continuance Ordi¬ 
nance, 1969, is hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under section 12A of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955, or section 8A 
of the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1952, as continued by the said 
Ordinance, shall be deemed to have been done or taken under those sec¬ 
tions as continued by this Act as if this Act had come into force on the 
30th day of December, 1969.

The Commissioners may undertake to carry out on behalf 
of any person (including any State Government) any works or services 
or any class of works or services on such terms and conditions as may 
be agreed upon between the Commissioners and such person.”.

4. ( 1 ) The Calcutta Port (Amendment) Ordinance, 1970, is hereby 
repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this 
Act as If this Act had come into force on the 2nd day of February, 1970.
